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Of the Practice of Bidding Prayers, with an ancient Form of ſuch Bidding ; as 
alſo, a Form of Curſing, communicated by Sir John Hawkins, Fuly 1779. 


T is well known, that, before the reformation, the offices of the church 

were in Latin, and being red by the prieſt with no other declaratioa of 
aſſent on the part of the people than the bare pronouncing the word Amen, 
it might be queſtioned, whether a form, thus ordered, could, in ſtrictneſs of 
ſpeech, be termed common or joint prayer. To remove this objection, and 
to make the people ſenſible of what the were to pray for, a form of allocu- 
tion was ſuperadded to the petitionary form, and introduced immediately be- 
fore the ſermon, and this was called Bidding of Prayers ®. In England it was 
firſt directed by an injunction of Henry VIII. + and . afterwards by one of 
Edward VI. in theſe words; You ſhall pray for the whole congregation 
of Chriſt's church, and eſpecially for his church of England and Ireland ; 
wherein, firſt, I commend to your devour prayers the King's moſt excellent 
majeſty, ſupreme head, immediately under God, of the ſpirituality and 
temporality of the ſame church; and for Queen Katharine, dowager; and 
alſo for my Lady Mary, and my Lady Elizabeth, the King's ſiſters. 

« Secondly, You ſhall pray for the Lord Protector's Grace, with all the 
reſt of the King's Majeſty's Council; for all the Lords of this realm, and for 
the Clergy and Commons of the ſame; befeeching Almighty God, to give 
every of them, in his degree, grace to uſe themſelves in ſuch wiſe as may be 
to God's glory, the King's honor, and the weal of this realm. 


* Theſe are the ſentiments of ſundry liturgical writers, particularly of Hamon L'Eftrange, 
in his Alliance of Divine Offices, page 170, Edit. 1699, a book abounding in erudition, 
and curious information on the ſubject; nevertheleſs it appears, that bidding of prayers 
was practiſed in the primitive church long before the uſe of prayer in an unknown 
tongue. Biſhop Sparrow, in his Rationale upon the Book of Common Prayer, declares 
it to be very ancient, adding, that forms thereof are to be found in the Liturgies of St. 
Chryſoſtom, and others of the fathers. Farther, the learned Bingham, in his Antiquities of 
the Chriſtian Church, Book XV. Chap. I. Sect. II, aſſerts this to be the fact, and has given 
a form of bidding prayers from the Apoſtolical Conſtitutions ; and the Twenty-fourth Article 
of the Church of England declares prayer, in a tongue not underſtood by the people, to be re- 
pugnant to the Word of God, and the cuſtom of the primitive church. 


+ Biſhop Burnet, in the Appendix to his Hiſtory of the Reformation, Vol. II. page 104, 
has given a form which appears to have been in uſe before the reformation ; and is no other 


than that mentioned in the laſt paragraph of this paper. : 
« Thirdly, 
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« Thirdly, Ye ſhall pray for all them that are departed out of this world 
in the faith of Chriſt; that they with us, and we with them, at the day of 
judgment, may reſt, both body and ſou}, with Abraham, Ifaac, and Jacob, 
in the kingdom of heaven.” 

The Injunctions of Queen Elizabeth, printed by Jugge and Cawood in 
1559, and inſerted in Biſhop Sparrow's Collection, contain a form of Bid- 
ding Prayers more particular than the above. 

The 55th of the Canons, called King James's, made in 1603, contains 

the form of prayer before ſermon, wherein it is required that the King be 
prayed for by his name and titles, agreeing in this, as in other reſpects, 
with the injunctions of Queen Elizabeth. 
L*Eftrange, in the Work of his cited in the preceding note, page 171, 
has given the following form of bidding prayers, which, as it includes 
the Pope, and his Cardinals, may well be ſuppoſed to have been in uſe 
before Henry VIII. was inveſted with the ſupremacy. 

After a laudable cuſtom of our mother holy church, ye ſhall kneel 
down, moving your hearts unto Almighty God, and making your ſpecial 
prayers for the three eſtates concerning all chriſtian people, i. e. for the 
ſpirituality, the temporality, and the ſouls being in the pains of purgatory. 
Firſt, For our holy father the Pope, with all his Cardinals; for all Arch- 
biſhops, and Biſhops, and in ſpecial for my Lord Archbiſhop of Canter- 
bury, your Metropolitan, and alſo for my Lord Biſhop of this dioceſe; and 
in general for all Parſons, Vicars, and Pariſh-prieſts having cure of ſouls, 
with the Miniſters of Chriſt's church, as well religious as not religious. Se- 
condly, Ye ſhall pray for the unity and peace of all chriſtian realms; and 
eſpecially for the whole realm of England, for our ſovereign Lord the 
King, &c. and for all the Lords of the Council, and all others of the No- 
biliry which dwell in the countries, having protection and governance of the 
ſame : That Almighty God may ſend them grace, ſo to govern and rule the 
land, that it may be pleaſing unto Almighty God, wealth and profit to 
the land, and falvation to their fouls. Alſo, ye ſhall pray for all thoſe 
that have honored the church with light, lamp, veſtment, or bell, or with 
any other ornaments, by which the fervice of Almighty God is the better 
maintained and kept. Furthermore, ye ſhall pray for all true travellers 
and tillers of the earth, that truly and duly do their duty to God and holy 
church, as they be bound to do. Alſo, ye ſhall pray for all manner of 
fruits that be done upon the ground, or ſhall be, that Almighty God, of 

his 
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his great pity and mercy, may ſend ſuch wedderings, that they may come to 
the ſuſtenance of man. Ye ſhall pray alſo for all thoſe that be in debt, or 
deadly ſin, that Almighty God may give them grace to come out thereof, 
and the ſooner by our prayer. Alſo, ye ſhall pray for all thoſe that be ſick 
or diſeaſed, either in body or in ſoul, that the Almighty would ſend them 
the thing that is moſt profitable as well bodily as ghoſtly. Alſo, ye ſhall 
pray for all pilgrims and palmers that have taken the way to Rome, to 
Saint James,* or Jeruſalem, or to any other place ; that Almighty God may 
give them grace to go ſafe, and to come ſafe, and give us grace to have part 
of their prayers, and they part of ours. Alſo, ye ſhall pray for the Holy 
Croſs, that is in poſſeſſion and hands of unrightful people; that God Al- 
mighty may ſend it into the hands of chriſtian people, when it pleaſeth him. 
Furthermore, I commit unto your devout prayers, all women that be in our 
Lady's bonds, that Almighty God may ſend them grace, the child to receive 
the Sacrament of Baptiſm, and the mother purification. Alſo, ye ſhall pray 
for the good man and woman, that this day giveth bread to make the holy 
loaf, and for all thoſe that firſt began it, and them that longeſt continue. 
For theſe, and for all true chriſtian people, every man and woman ſay a 
Pater-noſter and an Ave, &c.” 

In the Addenda to L'Eſtrange's Book, page 349, is a form communi- 
cated by a learned friend of the author, far more ancient than that above in- 
ſerted, which cannot but be deemed a valuable relic of antiquity : it is much 
longer than the former, for which reaſon, and becauſe the Book is eaſy to 
be met with, it is not here inſerted. 

But in a manuſcript, which lately came to the hands of the author of this 
paper, is a form of bidding prayers anciently in uſe, as it is conjectured 
from the provincial ſpelling thereof, and other circumſtances, in the cathe- 
dral of York ; as alſo, a fragment of another, together with a form of ma- 
lediftion, or curſing, required by the Rubric therein contained, to be red 
three times in every year, which, it is preſumed, have never yet appeared 
in print: they are ſeverally as follow: | 

% Ze fall knele downe on our knees, and make a ſpeciall prair to our 
Lady Saynt Mary, and to all the fair feliſchipp of heuen, for all the brether 
and the ſiſtes of our modirkirk Saynt Peterhouſe of Zorke, Saynt Jhon of 
Beverlay, Saynt Wilfride of Ripon, and Saynt Mary of Suthwell; and ſpe- 
cially for all tha that er ſeke in this pariche, or in ony other, that God for

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his Godhed releſe tham of thar paynez & thar ſickeneſs, and turne tham to 
way that es make to God's lovying and hele of thar ſaules. We fall pray 
ſpecially for all tha that* wirchippes this kirk, or any other with buke or bell, 
veſtment, chalis, autirclath, towell, or any other attonement, through whilk 
it es or may be in ony poynt more honorede and wirchipte. We fall pray 
ſpecially for all tha that gifes or ſendis, or in teſtament witis ony thing in 
mayntenying and uphalding of the werke of this kirk. And for all tha that 
fyndis ony light in this kirk, as in torch, ſerge, or laumpe, in wirchiping 
of God, or of ony of his * halouſe. We fall pray ſpecially for all women that 
er © bunne with childer in this parich, or in ony other, that God comforth 
tham, & delyver tham with joy, & ſende the childer grace to be xtend, & 
tham purifying of halekirk and releſying of payne in thar trauelying. We 
fall pray ſpecially for tham that this day gaffe brede vn to this kirk for to 
made halibrede of, & for tham that it firſt began & langeſt haldes opon: 
For tham & for us, & for all other that nede has gud praiers. In worchipp 
of our Lady Saynt Mary, & hir five joyes, ilk man and woman haylſe our Lady 
with five aues, aut aue regina celorum mater regis angelorum. [Here fol- 
low the initial words of ſeveral hymns, and other ſacred compoſitions.] Ze 
fall make a ſpeciall praier for zour fadir ſaulez, zour modir ſaulez, zour 
godefadir ſaulez, zour godemodir ſaulez, zour brethir ſaulez, zour ſiſtes 
ſaules, & for all zour eldeis ſaulez, & for all zour guededoers ſaulez, & for 
all the ſaulez that ze & we er bunne to pray for, and ſpecially for all the 
ſaulez whaſe banes er berred in this kirk, or in this kirkzerd, or in any 
other. And that our praiers myght ſumwhat ſtand tham in ſtede ilk man & 
woman helpis hartly with a Pater Noſter, with a Ave Maria.” [Here follow 


the initial words of many other hymns and ſacred compoſitions. ]

We fall pray ſpecially 
for all the land tilland, that God for his gudeneſſe and of his grace, & thurgh 
our gud praiers mayntene tham, ſwa that thai may be upſtandand; and for 
the ſee farand, that God Allmyghty ſaue tham fra all maner of perils, and 
brynge tham in * wharte whare thai wald be; and for the wedir alſo, that God 
ſende ſwilke wedir, that the frutis that er on the erth, & ſall be, may come 
criſten man to perfett. We fall pray ſpecially for all tha that er bunne in dette 
or dedley ſyn, that God for his grete mercy bryng tham ſone oute thereof , 
and for all tha that er in gude life, that God mayntene tham therein, & gife 
tham gud perſeuerance in thar gudneſſe; and that this praier may be herd 
& ſpedd the bitter thurgh zour praters, ilk man & woman that here es helpis

A Form of Curſing, with the Rubric, direfling the Days whereon the ſame ſhall 
be pronounced, from the ſame MS. 

« At the begynnyng God and all haly kirk curſez all thas that the fraun- 
chis of halykirk brekis or diſturbis, and all tha that er agayne the pece, or 
the right, or the ſtate of haly kirk, or tharto aſſentis with dede or counſaile, 
and thai that haly kirk priues of right, or makys of haly kirk *laifee that es 
halud and ſanctifide. Alſo all thas that witandly or wilfuly © tendis falſly, & 
that gifes noght to God, & to haly kirk the tende parte, or the tend peny of 
ilka wynnyng leuefuly wonne in merchaundiſe, or with ony crafte, with- 
drawand onely the expenſe and the coſtagis that nedeful behouis be made 
about the thynge that the wynnyng es getyn of, noght tendying the 
wynnyng. of a marchaundiſe with the loſſe of another.

Alſo all 
tha that forſweris tham on the halidom willyng or wittyng, for mede or for 
haterdyn, or for to gar any man lois his warldely gudis or honors. Alſo all 
tha that brines kirkes or houſis of any mans in the land of pece. Alſo all 
robers or reuers opynly or preuely, be day or be night, that any mans guds 
ſtelis, for whilk gud men wer worthi to ſuffer ded. Alſo all tha that withaldis 
any mans guds that has bene aſked opynly in halykirk, thaim ſelfe wi . 
Alſo all felons and thar maynteners, all conſpiraturs and falſe ſuerers in 
aſſyſis, or in ony other courte. Alſo all thai that any falſe playntis puttis 
furth agayne the fraunches of halikirk, or of the kyng, or of the reaume. 
Alſo all tha that offeryngs that er offerd in halikirk, or en kirk zerd, or in 
chapell, or in oratory, or in any ſtede with in the prouynſe of Zorke that es, 
withalden, or putte away in any other place agayne the perſons will, or his 
periſpriſte of the periſch that it es offerd in, bot if thai be preuelege. Alſo all 
tha that gars gud giffes in dred of ded in fraude of * halikirk, or to forbare 
thair dett, & all tha that ſwilk giftes takes, or therto counſayls or helpes. 
Alſo all tha that lettis prelats, or ordinares of halikirk for to hald conſiſtory, 


®* By ſtatute of 26 Hen. VIII. cap. 1. the King is, declared ſupreme head of the church ; 
and by a proclamation of the ſame King, ſubſequent thereto, it is required, that the Pope's 
name be utterly raſed out of all prayers, oriſons, rubrics, canons of maſs-books, and all other 
books in the churches, and his memory never more to be remembered, except to his contumely 


and reproach. Theſe acts account for the preſent form which recognizes the King's ſupre-

Alſo all vſurers; as if a man len his gold, or his 
filuer to anoy to take vauntage be covenant for the lennyng of his gold ; for 
jf ther wer any ſwilk in a cite, the cite ſuld be enterdite, that na ſacrament 
ſuld be done them to thai wer putte oute of the cite.

« Alſoye ſhall pray for the good eſtate of Thomas Wolſey, of the tytle 
of Seynt Cecylle of Rome, Preeſt Cardynal and legatus a latere to our holy 
father the Pope, Archbyſshop of Yorke, and Chanceler of England, brother 
of the ſame gylde. | 

„ Alſo for the good eſtate of the Duke of Buckyngham, and my Lady 
his wife. Alſo for the good eſtate of the Duke of Norfolk, and my Lady 


his wife. The Duke of Southfolk. 
« Alſo for my Lord Marques, for the Yerle of Shrewyſbery, the Yerle 


of Northumberlond, the Yerle of Surrey, my Lorde Haſtynges, and for 
al their Ladies, bretherne and ſyſters of the ſame. 

« Alſo for Sir Rychard Chomely Knyght, Syr Wyllyam Compton, 
Knyght, Syr Wyllyam Skeryngton, Knyght, Sir Johan Dygby, Knyght, 
Syr Ryſe ap Thomas, Knyght, Syr Gryffyth Ryſe, Knyght, Syr Edward 
Belknape, Knyght, Syr Johan of Aſton, Knyght, Maſter Johan Beamount 
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of Collorton, Eſquyer, and for al their Ladys, and for the ſowllys of them 
that be ded, and for the Maſter and Wardens of the ſame gylde, and the 
Warden Collectour of the ſame; and for the more ſpecial grace, every man 
of your charyte ſey a Pater Noſter, and an Ave.

We may well ſuppoſe, that the praftice of bidding prayers was diſconti- 
nued during the uſurpation, if for no other reaſon than that it was enjoined 
by authority. At the reſtoration it was not revived, as it ought to have 
been, but in many parochial churches gave way to a ſhort petition for the 
King and the ſeveral branches of the royal family, which practice, againſt 
the ſenſe of our beſt divines, was continued through the reigns of the ſuc- 
ceeding Stuart princes. Upon the acceſſion of King George I. the clergy in 
general made uſe of the petitionary form; and ſome without any declaration 
or recognition of the King's titles, whereupon, viz. on the 11th day of 
December, 1714, directions were iſſued by the King to the Archbiſhops 
and Biſhops, requiring them to cauſe the clergy to keep ſtrictly to the form 
preſcribed by the canon; but the conſequence was ſuch as no man living 
could have imagined : in ſhort, thoſe clergymen that complied with the 
directions of the King, and yielded obedience to the lawful commands of 
their ſuperiors, were charged with diſaffection to the Houſe of Hanover, 
upon the pretence that being averſe to the invocation in their own perſons 
of a bleſſing on the King and his family, they ſhifted the obligation to the 
people, thereby requiring their congregations to join in prayers which 
themſelves bore no part in. This injurious miſrepreſentation of their con- 
duct gave occaſion in the year 1718 to the Rev. Charles Wheatley, the author 
of the Rational Illuſtration of the Book of Common Prayer, to publiſh a 
pamphlet, entitled © Bidding of Prayers no Mark of Diſaffection to the 
preſent Government,” which is hereby recommended to the peruſal of all, 
excepting ſuch as, taking Gallio for their example, care for none of theſe 
tbings. 

At this day the bidding form, with a change of the mandatory into invi- 
tatory phraſes, is uſed in cathedrals and in collegiate chapels throughout 
England, as alſo in the houſes of law, and generally by dignitaries where- 
ever they preach, though not without deviation from the canonical form. 
In parochial churches it is ſeldom if ever uſed. 

There has lately come to the hands of the author of this paper, 
a book printed by Wynkin de Word in 1509, and formerly in the col- 
legion of Monſ.
